Although our men are volunteering, although we see uniforms in 
unlimited numbers in our streets, although there are small ciowds 
about the bulletin boards, not nearly so many -.is there used to be 
when an important foolball malcli was being plavcd, the war is 
vcrv far away from us.

It i.-i hciaui^c of the general lack of realization of the horrors 
w.iiili a primitive Teutonism has brought upon our higher civiliza- 
tion that the Daily is piihlishinsj; in this i.s.suc a translation of only one 
of the sixteen horrible pages in which the French Commission reports 
upon ihe acts of the German troops in France. Everyone who reads 
these columns .should realize that they cenor only that very small 
pirt of French territory, once occupied by the Germans, and from 
wlîlçh the latter have been^fjriven out ; it 'should also be remembered 
I'iiJit the report from whjcK ihcy are tranylatcd is one made by men

German apologists have attempted to excuse the acts, which it is 
impossible for ihem lo deny, by insisting that there arc blackguards 
in every army. Such a position is untenable. The fact that similar 
deeds have ocçurred wherever ihe Germans have pisfcd is in itself 
a Dfoof thni the armies have carried out their orders to make them- 
selves terrible. The partit ipation of officers in acts of inhuman vio- 
lence agdinsl inoffensive and clrfcncclcss civilians, arc absolute 
proof of the dctermlhation of ihosé directing the German war ma- 
chine to use their power lo the utmost in cruiliing, whcic\cr and 
whcnr\er they can. the spirit of all those wiio fall in its power. 

Vengeance is, indeed, the Lord's; but, ll^nk God, there is 
strength in some of us to be hlis agents here on earth!

The Overseas Compam—A Suggestion 

"Is liic McGill Overseas Company a failure?" is a queslion 
often heard at the present lime while military matters still hold the 
upper hand over examinations in Ihe student mind. The member? 
of the B ittalion are being con.stanlly reminded of the Company and 
of the fact that its ranks are still open lo receive additional recruits, 
yet little is being accomplished in the matlcr of ■ filling llio.sc ranks 
with McGill men. Indeed, it is announced that only nineteen stu- 
dents are at [iresent in uniform with the Company. This would 
■nrcm to indicate that it will require almost superhuman efforts on ihe 
pari of the organizers of the Company if the latter is lo remain Mc- 
Gill in more thin name only. 

There can be no denial of the fact that those who arc respons- 
ible for the existence of ihe Comt)any in name at least, have had 
more than their due slure of ill lurk and disappointment since the 
proposal was first set on fool. At that time a call was made for 
volunteers for service with such a company or or(,Mnization, ani tlic 
number of men who responded to the call u as considered adequate 
to warrant ihc institution of steps leading lo its formation. When 
this was accomplished, and attempts made to get in touch with the 
men who h«'I previously e,xprr.-,hcd iheir willingness lo join the unit 
when established, jj was found that only a small percentage of ihcm 
sttll remained ready to carry out their intended action. A large 
r.unib' T had ai)parently » hanged their minds with regard to the mat- 
ter, while others had enlisted in units, wliich might permit of their 
pjrlier presence ai ihe front or greater scofw for their particular qua- 
lifications, riie rciult is that the orgaiii^rrs of the Company now 
find themselves fa' cd w ith llic probable m e e<,sity of filling its ranks 
with men who .tie not familiar with either McGill traditions or spirit. 

That this state of affairs is distressing in ihc extreme will be 
readily admitted by all who have any interest in the welfare of the 
Compjny or loyalty lo the University at heart. A means, however, 
by which the Company may preserve its University identity, if not 
its Mf Gill identity, presents itself. In the course of editorial com- 
ment upon the organization of the McGill Company and its relation 
to military affairs at Queen's, the current issue of the Queen's Jour-

At Vauquois, ' 
in the Argonnc, new progress was made and a number of Gennan 
prisoners taken. The "Médaille Militaire" has been conferred on i 
Field-Marshal Sir John French by the French Government. The! 
I- reiich Nuval authorities have announced that the capture of the i 
Dacia is legal and the case will continue to take its normal way in I 
the prize court. • 

KU5SIA ' 

No important events have taken place along the entire Eastern j 
Front, the Germans having given up the offensive in order to reor-j 
gani/e their .-battered forces. A report from Bulgaria stales that the 
entire Russian Black Sea fleet is steaming for the Bo.sphorus and 
llwl it will attempt to reach Constantinople before the combined 
I-.nglish and Fiencii fleet forces the Dardanelles. The Turkish fleet 
IS reported to be preparing to meet this new advance. j 

TURKi:^' 

Operations against the Dardanelles fortifications still continue. 
Tlie fleet have also bombarded several Turkish strongholds in the 
Gallipoli Peninsula and it is reported that France and England 
have massed 100,000 men on the Dardanelles littoral under the 
commund of Geii. D'.Aniande. Tiiis army will attempt to push 
through and occupy Constantinople. ; 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

Reports armed ironi England that a large portion of the Second 
Contingent C. V, V. iuiNe .safely arfi\erl in Engi;:nd.
